ORTHOGRAPHY OF THE NAME 


Considerable confusion has resulted in the alteration of the. 
form of the name, both by members 3 the families themselves and 
perhaps to a large extent by general usage or indifference. 

In the half century period Bees ite the Revolution nearly ali 
pranches of our lines appear to have omitted the final ell "1". 

It may have been in accord with a spirit of simplicity prevalent in 
Puritan life and institutions and could not have been of mere igno- 
rance or carelessness, as the signatures on wills, deeds and other 
public documents of the period will certify. The signatures of our 
immigrant, Robert Abell, and those records under his control, 
glways appear in the form of "Abell", which has more recently been 
confirmed by discovery of the wi iil of his father, George Abell, of 
Leicestershire, England. In the "History of Rehoboth" by Leonard 
Bliss, Jr., occur several references to Robert Abell, spelled with 
the double ell "11", and on page 26 is appended the following note: 
"In transcribing the names in the list, as in most of the extracts 
from the | ancient records, I have followed the orthography of the 
original In most braiiches where the final ell "1" was omitted, 
the double ell "11" form has been resumed within the last century, 
especially by those removing and settling in new locations while in 
others the single e11 "1" continues to the present day. The latter 
form "Abel" appears to be originally correct for people of German, 
Hebrew, Scandinavian end some other nationalities, whose number in 
America far exceed the combined Abell family lines. | 


PRONUNCIATION OF THE NAME 


Brief comment may also appropriately be made, on the matter of 
pronunciation. It will be news to the enest majority of us that - 
more than one pronunciation can be made of this name. However, the 
pronunciation as given for John Abell A-b&é11, noted singer of the 
period of Charles II, is becoming more and more popular among the 
Abdel] families in America. In addition to the record of Norman- 

- Frénch adoption into England, and the historic symbol of the bell 
with letter A used in various forms by many members of the famiiics, 
unknown to each other and unaware of its antiquity, may tend to 
verify it as the original and correct pronunciation as well as the 
form of the name. We may well claim this to be true in the case of 
Thomas Abell, the martyr, whose indeliable memorial carved upon the 
wall in the Tower of London remains to attest.

A Death Sentence 

—“ihen King Henry the Eighth, of marital memory, decided to 
divorce Catherine of Aragon, his first wife, he gave the ear- 
liest intimation of a failing which later developed into 4 
habit. The steps he took to give an air of legal sanction to 
his divorce were actuated more by fear of Holy Church, and 
Catherine's royal parents, than 4 desire to consider the 
lady's feelings. 

While anxious to appease the powerful oppositicn outside 
of his realm, he exhibited scant consideration for those of 
his subjects who dsred to oppose him. Notable among the 
champions of Catherine's cause was one Thomas Abell, who, 
because of his courageous defence of the Queen, was executed 
by order of King Henry, under circumstances of unusual 
cruelty. It has not been given to many men to suffer death 
in a cause more chivalrous. 

But the versatile and gallant Abells were, from very an- 
cient times, ever in the fore-front of great historic events, 
ana to be in the fore-front in ancient days, whether in 
peace or war, was to be in danger. Danger in war from enemy 
weapons, danger in peace from the whims of capricious 
princes and profligate kings. In proof of this, witness the 
experience of John Abell, who became a favorite at the 
court of Charles the Second, 


The Courteous King of Poland 

John Abell (cloo0-1715) was a distinguished musictan and 
singer. He belonged to the Royal Chapel in the reign of 
Charles II and his brother, James II. Dismissed at the Rev-~ 
olution, he sought sanctuary abroad. While in Warsaw the 
King of Poland, hearing of his musical talent, sent for hin, 
but Abell refused to go. Peremptory orders were given to 
compel his attendance. When he arrived at the King's palace, 
they forcibly seated him in a chair in & large hall and 
hoisted the chair up to a great height. The king and his 
suite appeared on a raised gallery opposite Abell. Several 
wild bears were turned into the hall, and the King bade 
Abell to take his choice, either to sing or be lowered 
among the bears. Abell, wise man, preferred the first, and 
afterwards said, whimsically enough, "T never sang better in 
my life". 


The earliest recorded event, so far discovered, of the 
family name is in the roll of knights and men-at-arms under 
William the Conqueror in 1066. This is preserved in Battle 
Abbey, England, where the name is inscribed in this form 
and spelling-viz., Abell. Duke William, after he gained 
possession of England by conquest, and in order better to 
protect his followers in their right to the soil, sent com- 
missioners into each county to accumulate exact statements 
of the property and revenue of the conquered kingdom. These 
inquisitions or surveys were completed in 1088 and efter- 
wards arranged in proper order in the record called Doomsday. 


Abell in Doomsday Book 


" We find the name of Abell inscribed in Doomsday Book as 
an under-tenant in the county of Kent. He doubtless was tn 
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progenitor of the English Abells who flourished in various 
parts of England from the conquest to the Stuart period and 
to the present time. We find the next record of the family 
in the form of a “summons” from King Eaward I, dated 1272, 
to John Abell and nis wife, Sue, of Kent, to attend tne cor- 
onation of the King and Queen at Westminster. This was probd- 
ably the same Sir John Abell, of Hering Hill, in Brith, 
afterwards knighted at the slege of Carlaverock, who was 
sheriff of Surrey and Sussex in 1298, 1299, 1500, And LoUL 
and left two sons; John, one of the Barons of the Exchequer, 
and Walter, the owner of Foot's Cray; probably of knights 
eligible to be called to the council of the nation. One of 
his descendants, John Abell, died possessed of Hering Hill, 
about the latter end of Queen Elizabeth's reign; but his son 
Semuel was the last of the family there. A branch remained 
in Buckinghamshire, where six of the Abells lie buried in 
East Claydon Church. In 1276, William Abell is a witness to 
a sale of land in Castle Bromwick. In County Warwick, in the 
same place, Richard and Thomas Abell owned land in 1453 and 
1362, and John and Isabel Abell registered at the Guild of 
Knole in 1459. During the reign of Henry VII (1485-1509), 
another John Abell was the progenitor of the Suffolk and 
Essex Abells, and we find William Abell a noted artist, 
decorating the interior of Warwick Cathedral about 1500, and 
in 1540 Thomas Abell, mentioned above, lost his head. John 
Abell who died in 1558, held the Manor of Cooke's Hall, of 
the Queen as of her Honour of Clare. In 1666, one of his 
descendants William Absll was living at Fordham, in the 
same county. 

Robert Abell, Esquire, was living in Bryslingcote, County 
Derby, in 1517. He was a tenant of Sir William Gryseley. fatabes 
grandson, George Abell, matriculated at the University of 
Oxford, in 15738. In 1636, William Abell, of Northampton, Was 
an alderman of London and in the year following, High Sheriff. 
In this latter capacity he became cordislly unpopular for his 
attempt to enforce the King's unjust taxation scheme. Because 
of this, he was forced, during Cromwell's Proctectorate, to 
seek refuge in Holland. A few years later, John Abell, of the 
pear adventure in Poland, returned to the Court of Charles Il.

The above is the literal interpretation of the Abeli blazon as 
guoted from the Derbyshire visitation of 1569. 


The Abell escutcheon is a perfect example of authentic heraldry 
and is, in accordance with the ancient laws of blazonry, correct in 
every heraldic detail of line, color and Gesign. Argent or Silver, 
upon a shield signifies the purity and high resolve of the bearer. 
Tt also demanded of all his descendants the pledge that the family 
escutcheon shall forever remain without stain. 


The Saltaire, is actually the Cross of Saint Andrew. Ancient 
families were prone to adopt certain saints as their family spiri- 
tual guardian, and embodied the Saint's heraldic device in their 
family arms. Evidently the Abells of old favored St. Andrew, hence 
the presence of the Saltaire upon their shield. The Saltaire is to 
be found in very many Scottish coats as St. Andrew is the patron 
saint of that country. 


Fleur-de-lis signify that the Abells were originally of Norman 
-French origin and they, in all probability, settled in England 
during the Norman invasion. The presence of the Fleur-de-lis so 
prominently on the Abell escutcheon signifies that they were held 

n very high esteem by the Norman rulers, for only those families 

of the very noblest rank were given the privilege of bearing the 
Fleur-de-lis, which was the chief heraldic device on the escut- 
cheon of the carly Norman-french kings. It was a very rare distinc- 
tion for them to share this device with others. 


The fact too, that the fleur-de-lis are of gold tincture is 
evidence of the highest honor. The notable, thing regarding these 
fleur-de-lis on the Abell shield is the fact that they ere accur- 
ately placed upon the saltaire. viz; all points pointing to the 
chief, top, or honor point of the escutcheon. Every so many of 
those shields having such devices show them wrongly placed. 


The Abell arms are undoubtedly of very ancient origin and such 
charges as are borne upon their shield could only have been dis- 
played by a family of more than ordinary power and privilege. 
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ANCESTORS AND DESCENDANTS OF 
JONATHAN ABELL 


EARLY ABELLS IN THE COUNTY OF DERBY, ENGLAND 


Several branches of the Abell family lived in the County of Derby, 
England, in the sixteenth century. One branch lived in Creighton 
and Uttoxeter. The brothers John and Richard Abell, were the pro- 
genitors of this branch. Richard died before 1556. Henry Abell 
who died in 1540, was the earliest known of another branch living 
in Sommersall. A third branch of the Abell family lived in Norbury. 
The earliest found of this branch was Nicholas Abell who died about 
1557. Most of the American Abells are descendants of Robert Abell, 
who lived in Stapenhill also in the County of Derby. There is a 
probablility that all the branches of the Abell>famity in°the* County 
of Derby were descendants of a common ancestor.

Robert Abell came to America probably in the fleet with

Te first record of Robert in America is at Weymouth, 
Mass., he is included in a list who were desirous to be 
made a Freeman October 19, 1630 and he took the Oath of Free- 
‘man May 18, 1631. 

He is mentioned at the Quarterly Court, held at Boston 
pec. 4,1638 and June 2, 1640. At Weymouth he is mentioned 
in regards to land own by John Ffussell, John Stable and 
James Snooke, Oct. 36, 1642 to May 21, 1644. 

Robert removed from Weymouth, Mass., in 1643, probably 
following Rev. Samuel Newman, the founder of Rehoboth, Mass. 
Rev. Newman was minister at Weymouth for four and a half or 
five years and then with a majority of his congregation, in 
1642 removed to a place called by the Indians Seekonk, to 
which he gave the name of Rehoboth. 

The first meeting of the original planters of Rehovoth, 
to be found on record, is dated at "wotmoth" the 24th of the 
2th month (October) 1643, the next meeting of the propriet- 
ors was held at Weymouth, the 10th day of the 10th month 
(December) 1643. About the year 1683 a joint agreement was 
made by the inhabitants of Sea-conk alias Rehoboth, for tne 
bringing in of their estates; that so men's allotments might 
be taken up according to person and estate also for carry- 
ing on of all public charges both for present and future; 
furthermore the means and interest of what ig here express- 
ed is that by which lands, now granted by the Court of Ply- 
mouth to the town, is to be divided according to person and 
estate, as is expressed in 4 list of 58 names. The esth 
name on the list is Job Lane (underneath written) "now 
Ropert Abell's," 550, it is evident that Robert Abell was 
written in after he had bought of Job Lane.

At a meeting of the town Feb. 18,1646, it was agreed to 
draw lots for the new meadow, and to be divided according 
to person and estate; only those that were under 5150, 
estate to be made up 150. Robert Abell is the kist mame on 
a list of 46 who drew for lots. 

The 26th of the 12th mo., 1651, it was agreed that 
Robert Abell and Richard Bullock should burn the commons 
round about, from the Indian fence, all on the neck, and so 
far about the fresh meadows as may be convenient; and they 
are to have 20s, for their pains, and to begin the 15th of 
March next, and to be paid out of the first rate. 

The 28th of March 1653, it was concluded and agreed 
upon, that Robert Abell should heave three acres of meadow 
on the north side of the line, next the town, next the line 
that parteth the land of the purchasers and the town of 
Rehoboth. This meadow was given them by Mr. Prince, Captain 
Standish and Mr. Winslow. 

Mention is made of Robert Abell in Court Orders, June 
29, 1653, June 10, 1661 and Apr. 22, 1662. 

On Feb. 1, 1654, at a town meeting, Robert was ordered 
to keep the Ordinary, and on July %, 1656, Plymouth, he is 
allowed by the Court to keep an Ordinary at Rehoboth. 

Robert was at the Court of Elections at Plymouth, June 
3, 1657 and on Jury at the General Court at Plymouth, June 
4, 1657. He took the oath of fidelity in 1657. 

On June 22, 1658, at a town meeting, lawfully warned, 
lots were drawn for the meadows that lie on the north side 
of the town in order as followeth, according to person and 
estate. Of the 49 names on the list, Robert Abell was the 
third on the list who drew for lots, it eppears that this 
division was of land afterwards included in the North 
Purchase, near Attleborough and Cumberland. 

At a town meeting on May 26, 1668, lots were drawn for 
the meadow lands in the North Purchase and there were 79 
names on the list who drew for lots, Samuel Luther is the 
2nd on the list, Goody Hide the 5th, Children's lands the 
6th, and Preserved the 8th. Samuel Luther married Mary, 
daughter of Robert Abell. Goody Hide is Robert Abell'ts 
widow (Joanna) who married William Hyde in 1667. Preserved 
Abell was Robert Abell's son. Children's Lands next to 
Goody Hide on the list are probably Robert!s other children, 
Caleb, Joshua, Benjamin and Experience.

The vital, 
probate records and register of deeds do not 
jist any individual by the name of James 
Abell. No record has been found thet shows 
the name of this child. 


HYDE FAMILY: After the death of Robert Abell, his widow 
Joanna, married William Hyde of Norwich, Conn., at Rehoboth, 
Mass., on June 4, 1667. William Hyde probably came to 
America in 1633 with the Rev. Thomas Hooker, the first min- 
ister of Hartford;sojourned a short time at Newton, Mass., 
and removed with him to Hartford, in 16236. The time of his 
removal to Saybrook is not ascertained but he owned lands 
4n Hartford as late as 1639. He probably went to Saybrook 
soon after that. William Hyde was one of the original pro- 
prietors of Norwich in 1660. He was a man of considerable 
importance among the settlers of Norwich, and was frequently 


‘elected as one of the townsmen or selectmen. He died at Nor- 


wich January 6, 1681. No information has been obtained 4s to 
the name of his first wife, or when or where she died. Two 
children by his first wife, Samuel Hyde and Hester Hyde.

Sergt. Caleb Abell is first mentioned in the Colonial 
records at Dedham, Mass., when he petition for Freeman on 
May 3, 1665, in 1668 he moved to Norwich, Conn., where he 
married the following year. In the original purchase of land 
when Norwich was settled, six acres having 16 rods front, 
was assigned to Robert Wade, this he sold to Caleb Abell in 
1677 and it was afterwards known as the Abell homestead. 
This property abutted on Town Street 16 rods, on the home 
lot of Morgan Bowers 72 rods, on the river 18 rods, and on 
John Birchard land 74 rods. 

Rev. Huntington's book of “Old Houses of the Ancient Town 
of Norwich" names 36 men whom he suppose to have been origi- 
nal proprietors; but one of these was Richard Wallis end 
another was Caleb Abell, who in 1660 was only 14 years of 
age. 

On Dec. 18,1694 Caleb was appointed to keep his house as 
“on ordinari or of entertayment" for the year, or until 
another be chosen. Caleb joined the first church of Norwich 
before 1701. He was Sergeant of the Norwich Train Band in 
1701; selectman in 1682; constable in 1684 and 1706; towns- 
man in 1689. 

In the book of Grants in Norwich, there are 48 or more 
land deeds granted to Caleb Abell, and only the following 
few will be given: Recorded December 11, 1710, ffour acres 
of meadow More or less in seven acre meadow with some swam- 
pie land bounded westerly on the highway with a bowing line 
and northerly upon meadow of Lieut. Joseph Backus and south- 
erly upon the Commons and easterly upon the river, which was 
Given to Caleb Abell by his ffather (step-father) William 
Hide deceased and ordered to be recorded to him by John Post 
Executor to the will of sd Hide. 

On Jan. 12, 1727/8, Caleb deeded to his son Noah, his 
home lot, dwelling house and barn, all lands adjoining his 
home lot and lands over the river (Yantic) his pasture land 
lying northerly and northeasterly of William Hide awelling 
house (which house was on the other side of Town Street and 
a little to the east) lying in two parcels, together with 
lana on both sides of Bradford brook on north side of road 
leading to Lebanon, except one and one half acres on soth 
east of breok and land near Benjamin Abell's dwelling house 
which he gave to his son Samuel, reserving to himself and 
his wife Marey the dwelling house during his life and for 
her's after his decease, also liberty to his daughter Hanneh 
to dwell in said house so long as she remains unmarried and 
a@ passageway across home lot to his son Samuel to Samuel's 
own land. 

William Backus, sold lot #14 on Town Str 
Windham" (Willimantic, Conn.) to Caleb Abel 
and Caleb later sold this lot to Robert Wad 
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Another parcel were owned in Antient Windham by Caleb Abell, 
Wathaniel Rudd and John Hough. It appears that Caleb Abell 
bought this land in Willimantic, probably contemplating 
moving there but apperently did not. .

But as a 
token of my fatherly effection for him do also give him 
twenty shillings money. 

Item. Respecting my son Caleb I have also done for him 
what I thot proper by Deeds of Gift & moreover do now as a 
token of my love Give him the sum of Twenty shillings. 

Item. Respecting my son John I have also done for him 
what I thot proper by deeds of Gift & do also as token of my 
Love give him twenty shillings. 

Item, Respecting the heirs of my son Theophilus deceased 
having before given him full proportion of my estate do now 
give unto them as a token of my Love ye sum of Twenty shill- 
ings. 

Item. Respecting my son Noah wt I have already given him 
by deeds of Gift I do now Confirm and moreover do give unto 
him a pair of Oxen with the Cart yoke & chains & tackling 
belonging thereto, and also the one half of a ten acre Lot 
In the Sheepwalk to him & his heirs forever.

I do give the Bed 
and bedding we is in the Hast Room & Brass kettle a brass 
skillet and also a warming pan at her Mothers decease, and 
for her extraordinary servitude I do give her one great 
puter platter and two smaller ones and six puter plates to 
her & heirs forever, The Rest of all my Moveables I do give 
unto all my Children equally. 

My Land at the Cranberry Pond I do order to be sold to 
pay the Debts & leave the disposal of it wth my Executors 
for that end, and I do appoint My Sons Samuel & Noah mxecu- 
tors of my Last Will & Testament. 
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And I do pronounce this and no other as my Last Will and 
Testament.
